endure. The official regulations regarding mourning for the 
late Emperor are givmg opportunity to sharpers A Chinaman 
dressed in a silk coat was stopped two days age by a pseudo- 


runner, who asked him whether he did not know the order 
agamst gorgeous taps and pretended to arrest him for 
contravening it. The Chinaman gave up his coat to escape 
the threatened difficulty. In another similar case, however, 
the would-be thief caught a Tartar. A well-dressed man, 
who was similarly accosted, regretted that he had no 
money to give as a fine, but invited the swindler to accom- 
pany him to a pawnsbop, where he would raise some. The 
latter consented, and the two went together. The money 
was raised, and handedjto the rascal, who thought he had 
made his coup ; but the other then at once arrested him and 
gave him in charge for taking money under false pretences. 

The Municipal Council minutes cover a great deal of ground, 
and will be read with interest by owners of property in the 
Settlement. We are glad to see the Council are following up 
the matter of widening roads. As we do not hold with Mr. 
Hart’s reported view that the trade of Shanghai will have 
migrated to Chinkiang in five years, we hold that few Munici- 
pal matters are more important than provision for the growin 
traffic. The report by the Works’ Committee, records seve 
steps in this direction. So mee) as the required land is ceded, 
the public will leave the form of document in which the cession 
shall be recorded to the discretion of the Council and their legal 
adviser. In other words, it was hardly necessary to publish the 
pro “form ” in these minutes.—The Taoutai has conceived 
a fear that the people near Sinza, having never been accustomed 
to bad smells from slaughter-houses, may object to having one 
built in their neighbourhood. The peuple near Pah-sen-djaw 
(near the Nin oss-House) on the other hand are believed to 
like them, and H.E. thinks that a site had better be retained. 
Mr. Seward has undertaken to calm his Excellency’s paternal 
fears.— We are sorry to see that a difficulty exists in the way of 
lowering the Hongkew Creek bridge ; the Chinese having ob- 
jected that it will interfere with boat traffic. It remains to be 
seen whether the protest is well founded. 

We are glad to learn that a project for establishing water 
works is rapidly assuming shape, and that there is a likelihood 
of the scheme being brought before the public in about a month. 
The idea is to bring water from the neighbourhood of Loonghwa; 
the cost will be great, but the lowest estimates of consumption 
show every prospect of a profitable return ; it is believed the 
Chinese can be persuaded to take shares to a considerable amount 
in the undertaking. 

The arguments of counsel in the case “C. E. Hill v. Estate of 
Yi Taikee” have been submitted to the Court in English 
and Chinese, as directed, and are now under consideration. The 
date for the delivery of judgment is not yet fixed. 

The investigation of the circumstances attending the assault 
by Chinese on Mr. C. E. Hill, on the 3rd, is being pursued by 
the proper authorities. Three of the assailants have been already 
tuken to the United States Consulate, but in the absence of the 
others, who were left in custody of the Tepao at Kungwang, and 
were to have been brought to Hongkew at an early hour, a re- 
mand was necessary. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 18th February ; 
the P. and O. mail from London, Dec. 25, was received on the

The case of the Ava and Rona was again before the Supreme

It is probable that 
the burning of the hill ranges which has recently been going on 
has driven this marauder doen into the valleys, whence he had 
better be expelled as soon as possible. His present habitat is 
su d to be in the vicinity of the “‘ Governor’s Hill.” 

e recently quoted from the Foochow Herald a paragraph re- 
lative to the establishment of a Dockyard or Arsenal at Sharp 
Peak, which a well informed correspondent assures us was erro- 
neous. The intended yard is, it appears, to be located at Nimrod 
Sound, and is not to be used for building ironclads, but for re- 
pairing and refitting vessels of war generally. Apropos of this 
movement, we may also note one or two other facts of consider- 
able interest. One of these is that the Chinese are proposing to 
build composite veseels of light draught at the Foochow Arsenal. 
This idea, like the pro anent Nimrod Bay, is obviously trace- - 
able to the conviction forced upon the mandarins by the Japanese 
affair that China has yet a great deal to do in the way of arming 
herself, if she desires to earn the respect of outsiders. Another 
evidence of this feeling is found in the proposal recently made to 
our Government that a certain number of Chinese cadets should 
be admitted into the British navy. Shades of Viceroy Yeh! Is 
any further proof needed that China is on the move ? 

The annual N.S. dos Passos religious procession took place at 
Macao on Sunday, the 14th Feb. he chartered steamer 
Kiukiang left Hong Kong at 6 P.M. on Saturday, with about 380 
passengers on board. Macao was reached about 9.45, and as the 
vessel drew near to the pier a large number, who had assembled 
on shore to witness her arrival, received those on board with 
cheers. The weather on Sunday was very favourable for the 
proceedings. After service the procession started from the Seé 
Cathedral about half-past four o'clock. A very large number of

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 25th 


Feb. ; the P. and O. mail from London, Jan. 22, arrived out 
on the 2lst Feb. We take the following items of intelligence 
from the Straits Times :— 


On the 13th Feb. his Excellency Sir Andrew Clarke left in 
HLM.S. Vigdlant for Siam, ona political mission. During his 
Excellency’s absence the administration of the Government has 
been delegated to Lieutenant-Colonel Crowe, V.C., the senior 
mifhtary officer. As the rule has hitherto been to leave the con- 
trol cf affairs in the hands of the Colonial Secretary this es- 
tablishes a new precedent in this colony, though it is in accord- 
ance with the rule in other Crown Colonies. The same principle 
has also been carried out in Malacca, where the Lieutenant- 
Governor, Captain Shaw, having left for Europe by the last 
French mail on leave of absence, his duties have devolved upon 
Captain Stammers, of the 1-10th Regiment. 

A few hours after the departure of H.E. the Governor for 
Siam, the Singapore Criminal Prison, in which are confined 
about 700 Chinese prisoners, became the scene of a fearful 
tragedy. At about five o’clock in the afternoon, while the whole 
of the prisoners were seated in long sheds taking their meal, 
sixty or seventy of the long-sentence and life prisoners rushed 
upon the Superintendent and warders with concealed wea- 

ns, mcrtally wounding the former, Captain Digby Henry 

nt, R.E., and severely wounding one of the Bisonean 
warders and a number of the native subwarders, after which 
they took possession of the work-yard, whence a number of 
them climbed over the walls by means of ladders and 
gained the streets. The European prisoners were armed in 
defence, and shot down or bayometed many of the mutineers, of 
whom the total killed and wounded amounted to thirtv-seven. 
Of those who escaped over the wall nearly all were recaptured, 
only three ene still at large. Mr. Dent died the next day of 
his wounds, and was given a pagce funeral. The prison has 
been temporarily placed under the charge of Lieut. Hodgson, of 
the 10th Regiment. 

On the 23rd Messrs. Buyers and Robb, shipbuilders, launched 
from their yard at Teluk Ayer the Pantie, a steamer of upwards 
of 300 tons measurement, which they have built for his High- 
ness the Maharajah of Johore. This being one of the largest 
vessels ever constructed in Singapore, the launch was invested 
with unusual interest, and attracted a large concourse of specta- 
tors, including a great number of ladies—the ceremony of naming 
the steamer being performed by Lady Clarke. 

The Melbourne Commissioners for the Exhibition to be held at 
Philadelphia in 1876 have addressed letters to H.E. Sir Andrew 
Clarke, inviting the co-operation of this Colony in furnishing 
contributions for that Exhibition ; and also announcing their in- 
tention of givingaprelimin

IMPORTS. 


SHancHat.—There had been no business doing in Piece Gools. The 
Chinese dealers had been intent on their New Year Holidays and New 
Year Settlements to the complete exclusion of current business. 

FoocHow.—There had been no sales of piece goods. Lead was 
quoted at $3.50 per picul, cash—no sales. 

Honea Koneo.—The arrivals during the interyal, besides inail steamers, 
had been a.3. Hector, Ben Ledi, Mia, and ships Jreinety'e and Mirko, 
bringing full supplies of manufactured goods for this market and the 
North. The import market clused on the 6th Feb. for the China New 
Year Holidays and no business of any importance was done up to the 
departure of the French mail on the llth, Since then dealers had 
been moving about a little more, but there was no life in the market 
and business had not been fairly resumed. Very few of the principal 
dealers had returned from the country, and consejuently the small 
business which had taken place had not been sufficient to test prices. 

Canton.—Lead was quoted the same as before, say : LB $8.30 and 
WB $8.40 per picul, and at these prives it was expected Chinese would 
buy as soon as their New Year holidays were over. Quicksilver had 
further declined in value, and could be bought at $217 per picul.

The grocer and the co-operative store now compete with each other 
in offering their goods at low prices, the consequence of which is that 
tea at a low price and of inferior quality is advertised and recommended 
to the public. 

The wholesale dealers have no interest in promoting the sale of 
cemmon tea; on the contrary, it is against their interests, as the pro- 
fits ee from the sale of low-priced teas are very unremunerative 
to them. 

It is quite an error on the part of “ Tea Drinker” to say that the 
consumer pays too much profit. The competition is too keen in all 
branches of the trade for the enormous profits to be obtained which he

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES. 

Sir,—It was with the greatest astonishment that I read in The Times 
of to-day a letter signed “‘ Tea Drinker.” 

He may have truly described himself for all I know, but this I feel 
sure of, he ia not a “tea dealer.” The inaccuracies of the letter in 
question are so utterly opposed to the real state of the case that it 
mnakes one wonder how such writing can get into The Times at all. 

I have been aretail tea dealer for forty odd years, and although I 
wish to avoid, as much as possible, anything approaching a personal 
observation, I feel such an honest indignation at the statements put 
forth by the writer of the letter in question that I cannot rest con- 
tented without asking you to allow me the opportunity of making 
public, through the same means, my utter disbelief in the statements 
therein set forth. The nature of the tea trade is most wrongly stated 
in almost every particular. As for the coarse observation about the 
“ignorance of the consumers” not knowing good tea from bad, it is 
one of the most unpractical and unjustifiable statements ever put in 
print. The wonder is how any person wishing to make remarks on 
such an important trade as that of tea can venture to put in 
print so great a fallacy abuut the public’s discrimination; on the 
contrary, to such a statement, I venture to say, after a long experience 
on the subject, that there is scarcely a man, woman, or child in the 
kingdom but who knows a good cup of tea from a bad one. As to the 
question of fine teas not coming to this country, the “ obstacle placed 
between the tea drinker and the gratification of his taste,” “‘ wholesale 
dealers dictating conditions of sale,” and the assertions about the re- 
tailers’ profits, the whole of these statements are diametrically opposite 
to the actual state of the case. 

I purposely avoid argument and simply wish to publish my conscien- 
tious protest against statements which I consider to be entirely erro-

There is no deficiency of the choicest wines in this country, and yet 
the absolute closing of the wine trade would be infinitely less startling 
as a social disaster than the closing of the tea trade. |Nowadays every 
one drinks tea ; and in the houses of the prosperous middle class it has 
come to be used constantly, and in very large quantities. Yet it is as- 
serted that the highest qualities of tea cannot be obtained by private 
yersons for any price. English prices command the wine-warket, and 
would command any other market. Why not the tea-market? An 
answer has been suggested in the letter of “A Tea Drinker,” which has 
clicited vigorous replies from three representatives of the tea trade. 
“A Tea Drinker” contends that “dealers,” or merchants, are “afraid” 
of the high prices fine Teas could run up to in China ; they have been 
accustomed to settle and are now insisting upon settling the terms on 
which the importers are to take their stocks, and they believe that they 
could not easily levy so large a profit upon the high-priced as upon 
the low-priced Teas. The consequence, it is argued, is that nearly all 
the Tea in the English market is of very inferior quality. No high 
quality of Tea can, generally speaking, be procured here, because 
none such is consigned to England from China. When we are told 
that the “finest Teas” in the Chinese markets fetch “ fancy prices,” 
and are “only suitable for Russian buyers,” we are somewhat amazed, 
for it is certain that English consumers are able, and would, if 
they understood the case, be willing to pay as high prices as Russians. 
It is usserted that in Chinese teas the “finest quality "—that is, for 
English buyers—ranges from “1s. 8d. to 1s. 9d. per lb.,” and “ fine ”’ 
from ‘1s. 5d. to Is. 4," and these Teas, ranging from 1s. 5d. to 1s. 9d, 
per lb., are retailed at 3s., 3s. 6d., and 4s. per lb. The fancy Teas 
which can be procured here at higher rates are very little superior to 
these. Obviously it would be easier to charge cent. per cent. upon Tea 
purchased in China at eighteen-pence a pound, with the sixpenny duty 
added, than upon anything running to double the money. It will be 
seen from the letters we print this morning that the dealers challenge 
these statements as to price. But it is admitted on their behalf that 
“the great bulk of the Tea imported” costs on the average 2s. 2d. per 
Ib., duty paid. 

This calculation of the dealers is probably influenced by the assump- 
tion that in the whole of the trade it is n to cater for the mil- 
lion. We do not care to deal with the question of profits at all, though 
the margin shown, even by the figures cited on behalf of the dealers, 
indicates that there is some room at least for the more active working 
of competition in this branch of commerce. But, assuming that such 
a rate of remuneration is indispensable to cover losses and compensate 
for labour, we are quite sure that it is a mistake to decline the risk of 
trading in high qualities of Tea. If the Tea which goes overland 
to Russia has to be bought at fancy prices—that is, from 2s. 6d. to 3s. 
per lb., or even more, in bond at the Docks—we do not see why, for 
that reason, it should be put deliberately out of the consideration of 
English importers as “suitable only for Russian buyers.” If we add 
the duty and 100 per cent. to cover all risks and fair profits, we only 
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number of people would pay gladly for a really admirable Tea. 
After all, it is not easy to be extravagant in Tea-drinking. One 
bottle of a vintage wine will much more than balance the cost of the 
highest quality of Tea for a large circle, and now that after- 
noon Tea-drinking has become an established institution, people have 
at least as good a reason for being careful about their Tea as about 
their wines. If it was made clear that there would be a demand for 
the Russian yellow or caravan Tea at a high price, it may be supposed 
that the “dealers” would encourage its importation into England. 
We are told, however, that all the Tea intended for Russia came into 
this market a few years ago, but that it was found there was little or 
no demand for it “at the price the Russians are willing to pay.” It 
may be doubted whether this would now be the case. But 
the dealers make this rebuff an excuse for debarring us from what 


would be a very innocent luxury, and if they do not directly 
suppress the importation of the high qualities of Tea, 


they do not deny that they are chary of meddling with it. 
Whatever the reason, we are compelled to content ourselves with what 
is at best second-class Tea. It is poor consolation to think that we 
get this inferior article at a very cheap rate. Indeed, we should feel 
justly aggrieved if all our fine clarets and burgundies were to be kept 
out of the English market, and we were to be informed when we re- 
monstrated that we could get plenty of sound, if sour, vin ordinatre at 
the rate of ten shillings a dozen. Yet this is what happens in the 
Tea-market, although it may safely be affirmed that to tens of 
thousands of English Tea-drinkers it is a very insignificant con- 
sideration whether they pay four shillings or six shillings a pound 
for the article. Possibly some weight must be given to the fact 
that while it is the men who stock and empty the wine cellars, 
it is the ladies who rule the tea table. They make their pur- 
chases on the economical principles which prevail in good house- 
keeping, but, perhaps, with too little regard for quality. Hence men 
are not much accustomed to taste and enjoy the aroma of high-class 
Teas as they do of favourite wines. We have few connoisseurs in Tea- 


| drinking among us, and no real guarantee, therefore, that we shall ob- 


tain quality for price. Yet we venture to affirm that it would be well 
worth some one’s while to try the experiment of making a market for 
really good Teas, charging as high prices as he pleased. If the “ fancy 
Teas"’ which now go to the Russian consumer could be thus supplied 
in London, we entertain no doubt that they would achieve an enor- 
mous sale for afternoon use. The idea is worth developing, if only 
because it would enlarge the scope and increase the intensity of an inno- 
cent and healthy enjoyment.

THE WESTERN CHINA EXPEDITION. 

_ On the 22nd inst., at the meeting of the Royal Geographical Societ 
—the President, Sir H. C. Rawlinson, K.C.B., in the chair—Mr. J. 
Coryton, formerly Recorder of Moulmein, read a paper ‘“‘On the Trade 
Routes by British Burmah to Western China.” History, he said, told 
us that the route to China by way of Burmah had existed for 500 years, 
and a valuable trade had been carried on by this road even while the 
ports of China were closed against all foreigners. Less was known of 
this part than of any other portion of our Indian empire, but it was 
through it that trade was carried on with the rich Chinese province of 
Yunnan, the people of which were great rovers. Many of these people 
who had emigrated to Singapore had gone on to Rangoon, and some 
even up the Irawaddy to Bamo, thus arriving by a long circuit at the 
very gates of their native province. These people had always differed 
in character and religious faith from the rest of the Chinese. The 
plateau of the province was 5,000 feet above the sea level, and on this 
was situated the town of Talifoo. He had lately had a letter from Mr. 
Margary, whose loss the country had to deplore as a most valuable and 
promising traveller, written just after having entered Talifoo. There 
were thirteen routes to Yunnan, one of which was that travelled by 
Mr. Cooper by way of Thibet. Mr. Coryton went on to describe 
the others, among which was the important one by steamer, 
700 miles up the Irawaddy to Bamo, to be continued ere long by 
Major Sladen’s railway, 130 miles, to Mumeen, or about half-way be- 
tween Bamo and Talifoo. A different route more to the eastward 
passed through a district of Burmah, between Kiang-tung and Kiang- 
hung, in which a large quantity of tea was grown, which for want of 
facilities of export was regularly sent into the interior of China. He 
gave an interesting account of the Shan traders, many of whom he had 
seen in Moulmein, and produced tracings of several route maps drawn 
by these semi-barbarous people to explain their journeys, some of 
which had been as long as over 100 days. Caravans of these people 
had been met by Dr. Richardson at Zimmai, and Captain M’Leod had 
gone on thence to Kiang-hung, a point to which Captain Spry was now 
directing a railway. The value of the piece goods taken away by the 
Shans from Moulmein in a season was variously estimated at from 
£10,000 to £30,000. The late Earl of Mayo had when at Moulmein 
conversed with some Panthays who had brought down about 100 
horses, which they sold at good prices to the English. Mr. Coryton 
described the French expedition up the Camboja River, and the visit 
of M. Garnier to Talifoo, for which he bad received the medal of 
the society. The Camboja River was not navigable, but they had 
a better prospect with the Song-Ca. Lastly, there was the route 
from the west lately travelled by Mr. Margary, who had left Shanghai 
last September and had arrived in Bamo at the end of the year. 
He had accomplished what no traveller had ever done before. The 
secretary of the society had written to him that his death was a sad 
loss to the society and the nation, but he had left a noble legacy in his 
example. Sir MacDonald Stevenson had proposed a railway from Cal- 

cutta through China to the navigable portion of the Y -Kiang. 
Mr. Cooper said that on the route from Bamo into China the travel-

ler had to cross three water sheds, The country was extremely moun- 
tainous, and the semi-barbarous tribes inhabiting it were not very 
sensible of the benefits of trade and civilisation. The province of Yum- 
mun was undoubtedly fertile and rich in minerals, but the population, 
though industrious, had been cut down by internecine warfare. Here- 
after a great trade may be done with the province, but not till the 
population has again increased. In the course of his journey he had 
seen gooseberries, strawberries, oak trees, and other of our English 
trees and plants, and in the province there was a remarkable species of 
deer and a kind of buffalo which were peculiar. As to the Shans he 
did not think them semi-barbarous ; they had a literature as ancient as 
that of the Chinese themselves, and they had traded with Burmah for 
centuries, having forged the link of trade between the two countries. 
East had no doubt introduced the poppy to their own country from 

Sir G. Campbell said that we had to deplore the loss not only of Mr. 
Margary, but also of Lieutenant Holcombe and of about eighty men 
through the acts of some of these border savages. There was very little 
physical difficulty in the way of the road direct from Assam to China, but 
the Chinese would not allow travellers or traders to pass their frontier. 
Pressure ought to be exercised at Peking. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock thought the political difficulties were the prin- 
cipal ones. These border tribes were not in truth much under any 
control, and it was difficult to hold any Government responsible for 
their acts. He did not think it the duty of the British Government 
to open roads for trade in these places. We could not affurd to fail, see- 
ss much depended on our prestige, and we should not risk failure. 

e President agreed with a portion of what Sir Rutherford Alcock 
had said, but would rather be over-risky than over-cautious. (Cheers.) 
On the whole he was not discouraged. The roads to the East could 
only be got at by doubling the Malay Peninsula, and he thought no 
other could compete with that which could be travelled in steamers 
for 700 miles. : 


BRITISH SUBJECTS IN CHINA. 

Mr. W. H. Mundy writes to The Times as follows :—As it seems that 
Her Majesty’s Government have thought fit to make representations 
at Peking with reference to Mr. Margary’s murder in adistant Province 
of the Chinese Empire, surely I may be pardoned feeling the injustice 
of my own case, the more when I remember that it occurred where an 
European is no extraordinary sight, and where there is a regular com- 
mercial trade. Is it a wise policy, this, of inaugurating the dismissal 
ef acase which may be repeated at any moment—for robbers gain 
eourage and strength by impunity—and to prosecute another that it is 
highly improbable may ever occur again? People say, if we do not 
chastise these barbarians who committed the massacre at Manwein, the 
prestige of the English name is lowered, although it can hardly be more 
than known in those regions. On the other hand, where it has really 
been a thing of power we permit it to become a by-word, and make no 
remonstrance when a crime is committed against the person of a 
subject. I cannot help feeling justified in instituting a comparison 
between my own case and that of Mr. Margury, although I feel all 
the loss that has been incurred by his melancholy and ill-timed de- 
cease, and I venture to ask you, Sir, to give a small space in the 
columns of The Times for me to plead my cause once more. 

With reference to this letter, The Times prints a leading article 
in which the subjoined remarks occur:—We will not deny 
either the force of some of Mr. Mundy’s arguments or the plau- 
sibility of his very natural conclusion from them. Up to a cer- 
tain point he has made out his position, though he has omitted to 
consider more than one important particular, which we must endea- 
vour, therefore, to supply. In the first place, our Foreign Secretary 
has not as yet done more than direct inquiries to be made into the cir- 
eumstances of Mr. Margary's death. There has been no talk of com- 

tion or of punishment, or of anything of the kind. There is, in the 

feed placé, & question whether the more real responsibility rests with 
the Government of Burmah or with that of China. In the meantime, 
our Government is simply asking for information through our own offi- 
cial resident at Peking, and until that reaches us it will bo impossible to 
say what further steps we shall think it necessary totake. Mr. Mundy’s 
case, on the other hand, is already fully known. He has, fortunately, sur- 
vived to give his own description of his adventures, and unless this is 
disputed there is really nothing for us to inquire about. In the next 
place, Mr. Margary when he met his death was not travelling in China 
on his own account. He had been sent by our Minister at Peking to 
join the British Mission from Burmah, and was, therefore, in a peculiar 
under the protection of the country which he was serving. We 

may add, besides, that he had receiveda special safe-conduct from the 
Imperial Government of China ; so that his position was thus doubly 
accredited. Mr. Mundy’s presence on the Canton River, however bene- 
ficial indirectly both to the Chinese and to ourselves, had certainly not 
been recognised by either in the same formal way. Again, Mr. 
Mundy’s assailants were mere pirates, fighting and robbing for their 
own hand—the common enemies of any foreigners or natives who 
might chance to come within their reach. If, however, we may trust 
the accounts we have received of Mr. Margary’s fate, he was attacked 
by troops under the command of the Chinese local Governor, for 
whose acts the central authorities may very justly be held 
esponsible. We will add, finally, that the argument which Mr. Mundy 
has drawn from the respective scenes of the two occurrences which he 
com will, perhaps, admit of being stated in another way. A vessel 
on the Canton River may be fairly presumed to be under the ordinary 
rotection of the law, and if this fails the consequences may just as pro- 
bly fall on natives as on foreigners, who must take their chance with 
the rest. In the wilder and less-frequented provinces of a country, 
foreign travellers, it might be urged, are in an especial sense under the 
eare of the Government, which is bound either not to suffer them to 
enter or to look well after them until they have got through. As regards 
Mr. Mundy’s case in itself, we have nothing to add to what we said on 
i t when it was first beforeus. He is much to be commiserated, and we 
shall be glad if Lord Derby can see his way to obtaining some compen- 
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sation for his undoubted sufferings ; but we do not think Mr. Mundy 
has at all strengthened his case by comparing it with Mr. Margury’s, 
which it does not in the least resemble. 

It is curious to observe that in the cases before us, whether our (0- 
vernment has acted or has refrained from acting, it has equally faile | t» 
satisfy those who have appealed to it. Mr. Mundy feels wrong: be- 
cause we have asked questions about Mr. Margary’s death, but hive 
not asked about his own injuries. Mr. Margary’s father is not less in- 
dignant at the delay which has arisen from our inquiries, and he thinks 
that, without further preliminaries, prompt and signal venzeance 
should have been taken upon the guilty district. The truth is that in 
allsuch mattersitis by no meansalways easy to say what ought to be done. 
It is clear that in such an affair as that of Mr. Margary, for whose safe- 
conduct the Government, whether Chinese or Burmese, of the district 
where he was murdered and our own must be considered distinctly 
responsible, we cannot waive the right of exacting a complete compen- 
sation, and are bound to support our claim without regard to conse- 
quences. A public officer and a private merchant stand, however, in 2 
wholly different position, and it is simply impossible that we should 
extend to the latter the same State protection to which the former is 
entitled. It is time that we should lay down some general rule or 
other for our guidance, and we shall watch with interest to learn from 
Lord Derby what that rule is to be. The two cases which are now 
before his attention are typical, and they will scarcely fail hereafter t > 
be appealed to as precedents. 


RUSSIAN TRADE WITH CHINA. 

The St. Petersburgh correspondent of The Times writes that some 
statistics on Russian trade with China, taken from a recent bk, 
“Sketches of Contemporary China,” by Colonel Veninkof, were lately 
published. Mr. Skatchkof, formerly Russian Consul at Tientsin ancl 
now Russian Consul at Shanghai, prints in the last two numbers of th> 
Russian Messenger a scrious criticism on Colonel Veninkof's book, in 
which he says that the whole book is nothing but the hasty and erro- 
neous impressions of a tourist, and that the remarks about Russian 
trade are based upon entirely false calculations. According to the 
figures furnished by Mr. Skatchkof the Russian trade with China is in- 
creasing instead of falling off. The exports from Russia to Chins 
were :—1870—in goods, £529,909; in money, £87,555; i871--in 
goods, £515,690 ; in money, £109,913. The imports of tea alone fro:n 
China, direct by land through Kiakhta and by sea via Suez and Odes:i, 
were : —In 1870, 19,378,312Ib. ; 1871, 21,536,7721b. ; 1873,'29,811,0001b. ; 
and indirect, via Europe—1870, 17,352,181lb. ; 1871, 21,550,6921b. ; 
1873, 20,543,63 4lb. 

This increase has been entirely due to the establishment of Russi:n 
houses at Hankow and Tientsin, which were thus enabled to break the 
monopoly which was formerly enjoyed by the Shansi merchant: at 
Kiakhta. The reason why the sale of Russian goods—chiefly pri:ts, 
cloths, and furs—in China has fallen off is, M. Skatchkof says, bec vise 
the inhabitants of Northern China have become much poorer. This 
impoverishment is owing partly to the great increase in the use of opium, 
and partly to the immense importations of cotton goods from Europ-, 
thus entirely destroying the native cotton industry by which the m.- 
jority of the inhabitants of Northern China supported themselves. Tho 
exports of Russian cloths to China are now from 55 to 55} per cent. of 
what they were in the most flourishing times of the trade. ‘T'is 
bad state of Russian trade in Kalgan M. Skatchkof ascri>es, 
not to the rivalry of foreign firms or to the German imita- 
tions of Russian cloths, but to the fact that the whole trade of 
Kalgan is at present monopolised by the Shansi merchants, who, with 
their immense firms, sway capitals of millions of pounds. Even «a; it 
is, the Russian trade with China comes second, though at long inter vuls, 
after that of Great Britain, following immediately that of the Unite:l 
States, although on terms much more advantageous to Russia. Tua 
various members of the Society for the Encouragement of Rus ian 
Trade have long advocated the carriage of teas direct overland froin 
Hankow to Kiakhta. This, however, would be far more expensive thin 
the present method of conveying them by sea from Hankow to Tien- 
tsin, and thus overland to Kiakhta. Chinese merchants, it is true, dil 
convey the tea overland, but it was because their Government refuse-t 
to give them permission to carry it by sea—a permission which his 
finally been granted.

When the 
work is completed, the docks on that side of the town alone will be 
more than two miles in length, and afford accommodation for the 
largest class of ships.

Palace Hotel by various gentlemen interested ia our South African 
colonies, from a visit to which Mr. Froude has just returned. In the 
absence of Mr. Goschen, through indisposition, Mr. W. E. Forster, M.P., 
took the chair. 


THE double screw composite gun-boat Avon, from China, arrived at 
Malta on the 18th inst., and left on the 21st, homeward bound. The 
Tron Duke, late flag-ship of the China squadron, arrived at Suez on the 
23rd inst., on her homeward passage.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, Marcu 24. 

The Chambers have adjourned for the Easter recess, after a very 
niormy debate in the Second Chamber about the policy of the Minis- 
ter of War, General Weitzel. His Fortress Bill as I have already told 
yu, met with rough treatment in the sections, and the general opinion 
was that the Bill would be rejected, but inthe result it has been passed 
La very large majority. You must not, however, suppose that the 
prestige of the Minister is still sain et sauwf. I may assure you that it 
his suffered greatly, and that he has himself acknowledged that his 
positiun has become untenable. Messrs. Weitzel and Fransen Van de 
Putte are friends, and the last named has done all he could to save his 
colleague, but he is now convinced that a Vimpossible nu! n’ess tenu. 
In fact, several members have spoken of a new Minister of War, 
without a single word of protest froin Mr. Weitzel. Under these 
c reimstances it was somewhat surprising that the Minister of the 
Home Department thought it necessary to threaten a Ministerial 
evisis in the event of the Chamlcr rejecting the Bill. Most cer- 
t.inly the Chamber would have dared, but it would have been 
u great imprudence, under present cirrumstances, to outvote the 
inetstre, The object was to force the Minister to resign, and this has 
heen accomplished. It will be difficult to tind a successur. A Minister 
of War has to overcome many and peculiar difficulties. His task will 
bh: not only to restore our shatterecl means of defence, but he meets 
members in the Chamber who excel both in eloquence of speech and in 
knowledge of military matters. He must be their persona gratu, and 
they prefer ty remain what they are -indepeudent critics—instead of 
accepting the portfolio, well knowing that gai s'y frotte ay pique. That 
Mr. Weitzel was not the “right man in the right place” was every one’s 
conviction, “Can it create astonishment,” Mr. de Roo asked, “ that 
our indignation is uttered in vehement tones, when we sce that this 
Minister sported with our dearest interests? Or is this not the case 
when he keeps his seat at the ‘green table,’ though he knows that 
everyone is convinced that he is inefficient?” The President hereupon 
reminded the member for Leeuwarden that he had used un-Parliament- 
ary ianguage. This attack contributed a good deal to secure the 
Minister such a large majority. When he had assented to the request 
to resign it was of no usc tu gay any more hard words. 

As soon as the Chiauber reasseiubles the members will commence an 
attack upon the Minister of the Colonial Department. They are any- 
tuing but conteut with the explanations given with reference to the 
r-tirement of the late Governor-General of Java. Some of the Liberal 
}: bers assure us that a vote of want of confidence will be proposed, but 
tae Tory pspers endeavour to demonstrate that Mr. Loudon had fur- 
tited the confidence of the Minister Van de Putte, and that Mr. Van 
G:oltstein was obliged to continue the policy of his predecessor. So 
nich is certain, that the matter will be the subject of a very warm de- 
bate, Another stuinbling block probably will be the old edueation 
question, It is only afew months since that our Liberals thought 
this law—a creation of Mr. Thorbecke—the very beat piece of legisla- 
tion we ever had. But they have since come to the conviction 
that it has many shortcomings, and they now urge that it ought 
t> be altered and improved. Of course you know that it has 
been denounced by our clericais, both Protestant and Catholic, as 
the worst possible law that could be framed. For several years 
i has been their stand-point of opposition, and they never had such a 
got chance of winning the gatne as now that the Liberals are finding 
i alt with the measure. The opponents of the law demonstrate that 
a3 the State professes to pay for the public education it is only right 
that those wh» support their own schools should ve indemnified to 
some extent. There is, I must admit, rumething to be sail in favour 
of this indemnification system : it is an injustice that those who think 
tuat the public school cannot do without religious Bible instruction are 
vo liged tu pay twice over, once for their own schools and again for the 
Government establishments. 

I am glad to state that the drama Vorstienschool, written by the emi- 
ment author of “ Max Havelaar,” enjovs an immense success, I can 
add that Mr. Douwes Dekker —this is the real name of the poct—is on 
the eve of marriage with Miss Schepel, a lady of Kotterdam. 

Contributions are still being collected for the Atchin monument. 
The sum wanted will be soon subscribed. 

A new mnail-service will shortly be opencd between England and 
Holland. The steamers will ply between Sheerness and Flushing, and 
the service will be so regulated that, leaving London or Aimsterdam in 
the aftcrnoon, the passengers will reach Amsterdam or London the 
following day, early in the morning. This will be a great improve- 
met, especially as regard3 our mail-service, for which, up to this 
mowent, we are dependent upon Belgium.

D’Annam et Le Cambodge, Voyages et Notices Historiguzs. Par 

C. E. Bourtutevaux, Missionnaire. Paris: Victor Palmé. 
On a former occasion we pointed ont under what obligations 
the world lies to Catholic missionaries for the information which 
they from time to time impart with respect to the unknown 
regions of the earth, and miich is in many cases the fruit of 
long years of unobtrusive toil and labour. The volume before 
us increases our debt to that devoted and self-sacrificing body of 
men who, under the auspices of the Soeiety “Des Missions 
’"Etrangéeres de Paris.” have done and are doing their beat, 
according to their lights, to spread a knowledge of the Christian 
religion among the heathen. M. Bouillevaux commenceil his 
labours as a missionary in 1948, and he was finally compelled by 
ill-health to relinquish them about a year ago; between the 
years named he actually spent some thirteen or fourteen years 
in Indo-China, and can, therefore, fairly lay elaim to a know- 
ledge of the subject of which he treats in this volume. M. 
Bouillevaux divides his work into three parts, viz., Premier 
Voyage de 1845 & 1556; Précis Historique et Géographique ; 
and Second Voyage de 1367 81874. This arrangement of the 
very ample materials at his disposal strikes us as somewhat ua- 
fortunate, for surely it would have been more natural to have 
placed the first and third parts together. The author also makes 
rather a mistake in devoting too much space to his sea voyages 
to and from the East. uring his first residence in the country 
M. Bouillevaux’s time was chiefly spent at Battambang and 
Campot, though he visited other a including Angkor, &c., 

and on the second ovcasion he took up his abode at Cho-quan. 
The sketch of the history of Annam occupies six chapters of 
the second part, aud shows that the author must have paid con- 
siderable attention to bis subject, with which even the natives 
themselves are but little familiar. He divides the history of the 
country into four periods, the first of which is the legendary one 
reaching down to B.c. 257 ; the second period deals with ancient 
history, and brings us down to a.p. 907 ; the third period treats 
of the emancipation of Annam, and the reigns of different dy- 
nasties to that of Nguyén, a.p. 907-160) ; and the fourth period 
comprises purely modern history, and, of course, in this chapter, 

by far the longest in the book, the author has a good deal to sa 

about the appearance of the French on the scene. The seven 
chapter in this part is probably the one which will be perused 
with the greatest interest, for it is devoted to remarks ou the geo- 
graphy, climate, products, literature, religion, manners and cus- 
toms, government, &c.. Kc. of the country. The author corrects 
some errors that are prevalent with regard to the population of 
the towns. There is only one of any magnitude, viz., Kecho 
(Hanoi), the oll capital of Tonking, containing about 100,000 
inhabitants. Hué, he says, is not a town, properly speaking, 
but a citadel, and the royal city does not contain more than 
4,000 or 5,000 inhabitants, though there are numerous vil- 
lages in the vicinity, of which the population is conai- 
derable. As to Saigon, in French Cochin China, M. Bouil- 
levaux hopes that some day it may become one of the 
principal coramercial centres of Asia, but he says that at 
present it is only a town in. miniature. The climate of 
Annam is generally unhealthy, especially in the lower parts of 
the country, where the heat and moisture bring on fevers, dy- 
sentery, &c. The mountainous districts are better, but it is oils 
a matter of degree, and it isa very remarkable fact that the 
ywooded mountains occupied by the savages are uninhabitable not 
only by Europeans but also by the Annamites ; the climate there 
is simply murderous. Annam is rich in mineral resources, for 
antimouy, zinc, iron, copper, and lead are abundant ; gold and 
silver are met with in some parts, principally in Tongking ; and 
some missionaries afirm that coal is found cropping out of the 
ground in Central Cochin-China. There are many other points 
in this part of Mr. Bouillevaux’s work, to which we should have 
liked to draw the attention of our readers, but our space will not 
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admit of our doing so, and in conclusion, we can only say a few 
words with regard to the language of the country. There are 
two languages in Annam, says our author, the language which is 
used in official documents, and which is almost entirely an old 
Chinese dialect, written in Chinese characters, and also the com- 
mon language, which coutaims a very large number of Chinese 
words, and those of Chinese origin, but yet forming a distinct 
TAY and derived probably, to a great extent, from the 

ialect of the “‘Giao-chi” and the tribes which inhabited the 
country before its conquest by the Chinese. The characters em- 
ployed in writing thecommon language are also to a great ex- 
tent of Chinese origin, with some modifications necessitated by 
local circumstances. Although letters are the road to honour in 
Annam, asin China, yet oddly enough literature has made hardly 
any progress there.

also deals with Cochin-China and Siam. The _ intro- 
ductory part of the work gives a variety of very useful in- 
formation, including an Anglo-Chinese calendar (in which, of 
course, “ first year of Kwang-sn” must now be substituted for 
“fourteenth year of Tung-chih ”), mail tables, notes respecting 
Chinese, Japanese, Jewish, Mohammedan, and Parsee festivals 
and fasts, and on the Siamese method of dividing time. The 
same remark applies to the appendix, in which fie editor has 
collected from various sources numerous details of a geographi- 
cal, statistical, historical, topographical, and commercial nature 


with regard to Hong Kong, Macao, Shanghai, Manila, and Ilo 
flo. The directories of the several ports appear very ample, 


and we are informed on the title-page that the work has been 
“corrected at the different banks, offices, and institutions ;” on 
this point, however, we are rather sceptical, and we think our 
scepticism is warranted when we see a gentleman’s name spelled 
in two different ways in one column, and are called upon to be- 
lieve that Mr. Consul Gregory can live at Swatow and Taiwan- 
foo at one and the same time. It is really wonderful how little 
trouble seems to be taken in revising the proof-sheets of books 
published in the East, and when they are revised, it generally 
seems to be with a view to the preparation of afew pages of 


. errata and corrigenda. We must not omit to mention that the 


volume before us contains some capital maps and bee includ- 
ing one of “Signals at the Peak and House Flags,” which not 
only visitors to but residents at Hong Kong will find very use- 
fal. These maps are worthy of commendation. 

The International Congress of Orientalists is now the most im- 
portant Institution of Europe for the study of the Eastern 
countries.

The facts are arranged in a form which renders them 
easy of reference, and the information given is at the same time 
concise and comprehensive. The same publishers have issued a 
new Atlas of the British Empire, by Mr. John Bartholomew, 
F.R.G.S. The maps, although of small size, are clearly and dis- 
tinetly lithographed. 

The Coloniu!-onic: List, 1875. Harrison, Pall Mall.—The 
work is very late in its issue, but we observe ample cause for the 
delay in the large additions of useful matter which have been 
made by the new author, Mr. Edward Fairfield. The only mis- 
take about the book is the low price it is published at, certainly 
inadequrte to the great labour bestowed on it. 

The last issue of the Chin Review is an interesting number. 
The article upon ‘Chinese Proverbs and their Lessons,” and 
that upon the “Chinese Instructions to Foreigners,” cannot 
fail to deeply interest the reader conversant with Chinese man- 
ners and customs. 


ST. PAUL'S COLLEGE, HONG KONG. 

Our readers, and especially those in China, will recol- 
lect the lengthened discussions which have from time to 
time taken place in the public Press with reference to St. 
Paul's College at Hong Kong. That building has been now 
for a series of years completely useless for the purposes for 
which it was originally intended, and in fact has been 
called into requisition only as quarters for various persons 
more or less entitled to make use of it, instead of being, as 
its founders intended, devoted to a college to give to cer- 
tain Chinese a superior English education with a view to 
fitting them for admission into the Anglican Church. 
Some discussion a short time ago took place as to what 
were the exact position and object of the institution, and 
whether it should not be devoted to the education of 
Chinese upon a secular basis. The publication in one of the 
local papers of Hong Kong of the original memorandum 
with regard to the foundation of the College set this point 
at rest, and there is at present no doubt as to the nature 
of the views of the benevolent founders of the College. It 
appears that the new Bishop of Victoria is anxious to carry 
out this object, but we understand that there is at present 
an entire lack of funds, The building, which has been 
only patched up from time to time, has suffered severely in 
the late typhoon, and is now completely out of repair, so 
that before it can be turned to account a large amount of 
money will have to be expended upon it. The Bishop of 
VICTORIA is, it seems, as warden of the building, entitled 
to live in it; but this, of course, he can hardly do, un- 
less its objects are being carried out. To set a college 
such as was contemplated on foot would be a work not 
only of some difficulty, but one requiring considerable ex- 
penditure, and it remains to be seen how this problem can 
be solved. As St. Paul’s College is a private foundation, 
there would, of course, be no claim upon the local govern- 
ment of the colony, and the funds will have to be sought 
in other directions.. It has now been almost a laughing 
stock in the colony for a series of years, and- we certainl 
sympathise with the bishop in his desire to make St. Paul’s 
College something more than the mere name of an unused 
edifice, as itis at present. The question seems to us ex- 
tremely simple. If the necessary funds can be procured, 
the object of the foundation can, of course, be carried out, 
and it will be certainly a credit to those concerned that it 
should be done ; but if the funds cannot be obtained, it 
would be far better that the building should be closed or 
sold, and, in the latter event, the money obtained be de- 
voted to carrying out the object of the foundation as far 
asitcan bedone. Half a loaf is better than no bread, 
and at present the position of affairs is that the existence 
of St. Paul’s College, instead of aiding [the object which 
the donors had in view, actually impedes 1t, and forms a 
painful monument of the unfortunate manner in which 
public institutions are neglected in Hong Kong. 
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OUR BIRMESE FRONTIERS AND WESTERN 
CHINA 


PuBLIC opinion in England has for years discountenanced 
any fresh annexation of territory in our eastern dominions, 
and hence the steady policy of every administration has 
been to patch up each misunderstanding, to do the best 
that can be done to secure some sort of a compromise, 
settlement, explanation, or, less frequently, compensation ; 
but always with the resolve to sacrifice individual griev- 
_ances or outrages, to wink at any little blots on our national 
honour, if towards the close of a voluminous correspond- 
ence it appears plain that proper satisfaction can never be 
obtained without an appeal to force. Laissez faire, ‘‘ mas- 
terly inactivity,” have been the British watch-words for 
many long years ; and one result is that our relations with 
China are worse than they were ten years back, and in- 
stead of progress during all that time there has been actual 
retrogression. Public opinion needsto beinformed. The 
power of Great Britain ought never to be exerted in an 
unrighteous cause, or for unworthy narrow objects, but 
there are many questions which, if the public at home 
were but instructed in the facts, if they knew the real in- 
terests at stake, the mischief which delay is causing to the 
parties principally concerned, and the small amount of 
pressure which—if genuine—is really needed to work 
great benefits, would not have had to wait so long crying 
out for adjustment. Independent Birma isa case in point, 
and it seems as if the end reserved for that now unhappy 
country cannot be much longer delayed. According to a 
telegram recently published in The Times, difficulties have 
arisen with the King of BIRMA regarding boundaries, and 
as to his claims to sovereignty over the independent 
Karen States. The Viceroy had proposed the appoint- 
ment of a mixed Commission, matters remaining 
meanwhile in statu quo; but the King would wait 
for no such settlement as this; he has occupied the 
disputed territory, and refuses to withdraw. Sir 
Douauas ForsytH has accordingly gone to Mandalay, 
with instructions to insist upon a settlement. Troops—it 
is added—will probably be sent to British Birma as a pre- 
cautionary measure. The Birmese Sovereign is also, it 
would seem, taking “ precautionary measures ;” for in a 
later telegram we learn that his Majesty is sending 4,000 
men towards the Arracan (i.¢, the British) frontier. To 
these particulars add a paragraph from the Times of India, 
to hand by the last mail, which describes the King of 
BrrMa as having been so ill that foreigners resident at 
Mandalay were alarmed, and feared the political confusion 
which his death would produce. His Majesty is indeed 
better, but as he is now sixty-six years old, surrounded 
by women up to his neck, and beset by palace cliques, and 
by rival princelings all hungrily intriguing for the future 
possession of the throne, there is really no knowing how 
soon the present stagnant mal-administration may be ex- 
changed for renewed faction fights. ‘When the spring 
takes place,” says the Times of India, “it will be a terrible 
day for all Englishmen in Upper Birma.” Mr. Mar- 
GARY'S death is also ascribed to the hostility and treachery 
of the Sovereign of Ava. This, however, we doubted from 
the first, and the latest news only confirms our view. That 
sin must be laid at the doors of the Peking Government. 
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Neither do we attach much importance to the dispute 
about boundary-lines, a question which can be leisurely 
argued out, and if his Birmese Majesty is not convinced 
by reason he can still have no course but to give in at last. 
His claim to the sovereignty «over the independent Karen 
States isa much more serious matter. The French, having 
in view their position at Tongkin, lately concluded a com- 
mercial treaty with the King of BIRMA ; and when we con- 
sider the divided interests, the opposite views and feelings, 
of the various parties affected directly or indirectly by that 
treaty, we shall perceive that matters have entered on a 
very critical phase, and we shall be wise if we make up 
our minds what we shall do when the storm bursts. In 
the middle is the King of BirMA, surrounded and con- 
trolled by alternate pa favourites, ignorant, selfish, 
and incompetent. Then there are the Karen tribes, or 
Shan chiefs, ancient feudatories of the Court of Ava, 
which they have long ago ceased to respect, yet jea- 
lous each of his own autonomy, suspicious of foreigners, a 
and not likely to be influenced by anything except me 
their fear of British power. As for ourselves, we are z 
trying to keep things quiet as long as we can ; but our fate 
is being forced upon us; the Birmese Court is becoming 
every day more quarrelsome and hostile ; our interests in 
the overland route to China brook no further delay ; we 
have just experienced one disaster which warns us of the 
danger of supineness, and we cannot postpone deciding as 
to the position we mean to take up in the north of Indo- 
China ; while on the eastern coast are the French, who wil 
insist on having the King of BrrMA fulfil the treaty obliga- 
tions which he has undertaken. How could the Imbecile 
at Ava inflict vengeance on some so-called tributary Karen 
tribe for any outrage inflicted on a French subject? We 
do not like the aspect of affairs at all. And there is but 
one Statesmanlike way out of the difficulties. We shirked 
our responsibilities and our duties to the native population 
when we cut the Kingdom of Birma in half. Our control 
over Ava should now be made as paramount as it is over 
the semi-independent Rajahs in the continent of India, and 
the Karen tribes should either be completely cast off, or 
else brought, as parts of Birma, under our thorough super- : 
vision too. If we mean to open the road to China, and es 
keep it open, this must be done. If we are not prepared to 
go as far as this, let us at least free Birma from Court in- 
trigues and give her what we have not refused to Fiji, and 
then no longer casting eager glances towards Sze-Chuan 
and Thibet, we can then leave the Red Karens to roam 
over their jungles at their will 


EDUCATION AND SCHOOLS AT HONG KONG. 

H.E. the Governor of Hong Kong has spoken in very- 
distinct terms upon the question of secular education at 
the Government schools in that colony, at the public exa- 
mination of the students at the Central School, which took 
place on the 29th January last. A lengthened and some- 
what bitter controversy, similar in the main to that which 
has been gone through on the same subject in England, 
took place about a year ago in connection with the dispo- 
sition of a sum of money which was voted by the trustees. - 
of the Morrison Educational Society for a scholarship tm 
the Central Schools. ‘These schools being established upon 
a secular basis, some of the trustees for the disposal of the 
fund expressed a doubt whether the money could be paid 
without some kind of religious element being introduced 
into the examination for the scholarship. ether this 
controversy has been settled or not we are not aware ; but 
it is very satisfactory to observe that the discussion which 
it evoked has ended in the enunciation of very definite 
views upon the subject of secular education by Sir ARTHUR 
KENNEDY, the present Governor of the colony, whose 
opinion upon such a point is entitled to t respect. He 
said, in the course of his speech upon the occasion above 
referred to :—‘ The absence of religious instruction in the 
“ school was looked upon by some as if denominational 
‘“‘ education were entirely prohibited. But such was not 
“the case ; it was not introduced, simply because any at- 
“tempt in that direction would be impossible in a school 
‘‘ composed of mixed nationalities. To suppose, therefore, 
“ that the Government was opposed to religious instruction 
‘was a great error. He thought every boy ought to be 
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“ allowed to follow his own religion, and he would depre- 
“cate any attempt to meddle with his religion in school. 
“ It was quite right that each boy should be taught a re- 
“‘ ligion, but that should have been undertaken by the boy’s 
“* parents or by persons in whom they had confidence and 
“to whom they delegated that duty, and the school was 
“ no place for it, nor was the school-master the right man to 
“ give that instruction.” There are, we think, few who will 
not recognise the soundness and temperateness of the above 
views. We regret, however, to observe that the contro- 
versy is not yet at rest in Hong Kong, and that the China 
‘Mat! still adheres to the position that the Government 
‘Schools should be made Protestant, while at the same time 
‘@ grant-in-aid system to schools of other denominations 
should continue in force. We can see no reason why the 
Government should take up so illogical and inconsistent 
a position, which could only have the effect of causing 
large numbers of Chinese and other Asiatics to leave the 
Government Schools, which under their present system and 
‘their excellent Inspector, Mr. FREDERICK STEWART, are 
performing a great and a useful work. “We honestly 
believe,” says the paper above quoted, “ that, were the Go- 
‘“‘ vernment Schools made essentially Protestant to-morrow, 
“they would scarcely lose a single pupil.” There was an 
ancient philosopher who said it was the same whether he 
lived or died. “Why, then,” he was asked, “do you not 
kill yourself ?” “ Because,” he answered, “it is the same.” If 
the Government Schools would not lose a single pupil by 
the change proposed, the denominational schools would not 
gain a single pupil by it, and the Hong Kong Government 
may well answer those who make the proposition as the 
old Grecian philosopher did those who wished to know 
why he did not kill himself in order to be consistent. 





ADVICES from Calcutta of the 5th March confirm the tele- 
phic news as to the attack on Colonel BRownr’s Expe- 
ition. Before he reached Manwyne his party was attacked 
by a body of Chinese and hillmen, who are said to have 
been the vanguard of an army of 3,000 men despatched 
against the expedition by the Chinese Government at Mo- 
mein. Some fighting occurred, and Colonel BROWNE was 
forced to retreat to Tsitkan, in the Burmese Shan States. 
Mr. Maraary, who had accompanied the Mission as inter- 
preter, seems to have preceded the party to Manwyne, and 
to have been murdered. Another member of the party, 
Mr. Ex1as, had taken the lower, or Suwaddy route. We 
already know by telegrams of the safe return to Rangoon 
of all the surviving members and guards of the Expedition.

THE CIVIL SERVICE ESTIMATES—CHINA, JAPAN ; 
AND THE FAR EAST. 

The votes in the Civil Service Estimates for the financial year 
ending March, 1876, which specially refer to the Far East, com- 
mence with the a omaue Service, under which head we find 
votes of £6,000 for Her Majesty’s Minister Plenipotentiary in 
China, of £800 for the Secretary of Legation, of £800 for the 
Chinese Secretary, of £600 for the Assistant Chinese Secretary, 
of £200 for the Chaplain, of £460 for the Assistant and Account. 
ant, and of £600 for the Surgeon. The salary of the official 
holding the office of Assistant and Accountant is £20 above that 
for last year—£440—in accordance with the regulation which 
prescribes that he shall receive an annual increase of £20 up to 

We may here state that asum of £15,000, being one- 
third of the estimated net expenditure upon the Diplomatic Ser- 
vice in China, is contributed by the Indian Government and 
paid into the Exchequer. Another estimated source of revenue 
is comprised in the Fines, Fees, and other casual receipts con- 
nected with the Consular Service, which are calculated at £9,000 
for China and Japan. As regards Japan, the figures present 
‘totals of £4,000 for the Minister, £300 for the Secretary of Le- 
rosea and £700 for the Japanese Secretary. These amounts 

iffer in no respect from those for the past year. The salaries of 
the assistants, &c., are included under one total for all Legations. 
We come next to the Consular Services, which, as regards China, 
figure for the following amounts :—

The total is £11,400, which is the same as last year. The total 
required for Vice-Consuls is £4,200, against £4,050 in the last 
Estimates, an increase of £150, the details being Shanghai, Kiu- 
kiang, and Whampoa, each £750, Canton £700, Pagoda Island, 
Foochow, £750 (against £600 in the previous Estimates) and Taku 
£500. The remaining charges for the China Consular Service may 
be thus summed up :—Assistants £6,900—namely, six first-class 
at £40), a like nuinber of second-class at £350, and eight third- 
class at £300 each, there being no change under this head. The 
amount required for Interpreters is ulso the same, £5,500. 
Writers and Linguists figure for £2,879, an increase of £29; 
Student Interpreters for £3,150 ; Teachers for Student Inter- 
preters for £459, and the Shipping Clerk at Shanghai for £500 ; 
the last-named item showing an increase of £100 upon the pre- 
vious estimates. Passing on we find an estimated amount re- 
a for “Wages and allowances to Gaolers, Constables, 

atchmen, Boatmen, Porters, Coolies, and others employed in 
public services,” of £4,802, a decrease of £31 on the last esti- 
mate, which was £4,833. There are also items under this head 
of £200 as allowance to the Assessor of the Mixed Court at 
Shanghai, in consideration of his salary being below £700 per 
annum ; of £200 as an extra allowance to the Consul at Tien- 
tain, and £100 as allowance to the officer in charge at Tamsui. 

This section of the Estimates concludes with a number of items 
which are termed “ Incidental Expenses.” These are headed by 
the Consular-office expenses, viz., Canton and Shanghai, £275 
each ; Swatow, Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo, Hankow, and Tientsin, 
£100 each ; Newchwang, Chefoo, Kiukiang, and Taiwan, £75 
each ; Pagoda Island, Whampoa, Tamsui, and Taku, £40 each ; 
total, £1,610. Then follow estimates for Legation Guards and 
Escorts at Peking, £570 (increase £27); outfit and travelling 
expenses for Consular Officers and Student Interpreters, £3,000 
(increase £200) ; printing and stationery, £400 (decrease £30) ; 
postages, £700 (increase £100) ; contributions in aid of Church 
establishments, nz (decrease £200) ; allowances for purchase of 
coal, £305 ; Consular Prison expenses, £600; Medical attend- 
ance, £1,300 ; relief of distressed British subjects, £75 (decrease 
£25) ; and other incidental expenses, £1,015 (decrease £260). 
Except where otherwise stated, these amounts are the same as 
those which appeared in the Estimates for 1874-75. 

The estimated cost of “Salaries, Allowances, and Wages” for 
the Japan Consular Service presents a total of £13,307, an in- 
crease of £53, the total for the past year having been £13,254. 
The amount required for Consuls is £3,500, the same as the last 
estimate ; viz., Hiogo £1,000, Nagasaki £900, Hakodadi and 
Kanagawa each £800. The Vice-Consulate at Yedo is set down 
at £600, and those at Yedo and Ne-e-gata for corresponding 
amounts, the total charge for Vice-Consulates being, as for last 

ear, £1,800. The remaining charges on account of the Japan 
rvice are as follows :—Assistant Japanese Secretary £600 
(increase £100) ; Medical Officer, £260 (decrease £250°; First- 
class Assistants, two at £500, two at £400, total £1,800, 
Second-class Assistants, four at £300, total £1,200 ; Inter- 
preter’s Allowances to Assistants, £500 ; Student Interpreters, 
£800; Writers and Linguists, £632 (increase £13); Gaolers, 
Constables, &., £2,187. We then arrive at the “ Incidental 
Expenses,” which include the following items :—Pay of Legation 
Escort, £722 (decrease £118); Allowances to Consular Officials 
for outfit and travelling, £1,050 (decrease £200); printing and 
stationery, £180 (decrease £20); postages, £200 (increase £250) ; 
contribution towards Church establishments, nil (decrease £400); 
allowances for office expenses, £650 ; allowances for coal, £500 ; 
prison expenses, £250 ; medical attendance, £250 (increase £50); 
relief of distressed British subjects, £25 (decrease £25). These 
amounts are the same as taken in the last Estimates, unless it is 
otherwise stated. 

The estimate for the Supreme Court of China and J apan pre- 
sents the same total as in the last Estimates, viz., £8,126. The 
charges under this head exhibit no variation, being as follows : 
—-Judge, £3,500; Deputy Judge, £1,200; Law Secretary, 
£750; Law Clerk, £750 ; Chief Clerk, £350; Clerk for Civil 
Causes, £400 ; Criminal Clerk and Assistant Clerk, each £306 ; 
Chief Usher, £200 ; Chief Constable, £164; and Messengers, 
&c., £200. | 

he special expenditure set down for the Consular Establish- 
ment in Siam presents the following items :—Consul- eneral, 
£1,600; Interpreter, £500; First Assistant, £400; Second 
Assistant, £350 ; Medical Attendant, £300 ; one Student Inter- 
preter, £200 ; Writers, £58 ; and Gaolers, Constables, &c., £417. 
The total amounts to £3,425, showing an increase upon the last 
estimates of £400, the salary of the Consul-general being in- 
creased by that amount. Other items referring to the Siam Con- 
sular establishment are :—Outfit and travelling expenses, £250 ; 
printing and stationery, £20 ; postage, £50 ; prison expenses, 
£100 ; and incidental expenses, £300. No alteration from the

THE WESTERN CHINA EXPEDITION. 


The Times Correspondent atBhamo, under date 21st Jan., com- 
minicates much interesting and important details of Colonel 
Browne’s Expedition and of Mr. Margary’s adventurous journey 
frum the Yangtsze to Rangoon through Yunnan, and his recep- 
tion at Talifoo. It is clear thatMr. Margary possessed all the tact 
aud resolution necessary to carry out the almost insuperable diffi- 
culties which presented themselves at every turn. e trust that 
the Foreign-office will duly receive the journal of Mr. Margary, 
that we may be possessed with the fullest information of the 
country and peoples through which he passed. The testimony he 
cives of the civility and protection he received from the Chinese 
otiicials is highly satisfactory :— 

Colonel Browne’s Mission to Yunnan is being rapidly accom- 
plished, nearly the entire party being now collected at Bhamo, 
preparing for a final start across the hills. Several changes have 
occurred in its constitution since my last, and to the list of mem- 
Lers previously mentioned have been added an officer in charge 
of a Sikh body guard of fifteen picked men and a second consu- 
lar interpreter, who is at the moment pursuing the Mission u 
the Irrawaddy, after finding his way from China by sea, via 
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about fifty persons, exclusive of local hangers-on and bullock 
drivers ; and were it necessary to describe the whole in detail 
one would have to enumerate half the races of Eastern Asia. 
There are half-caste natives of Southern India (or Portuguese, 
as they love to style themselves), Sikhs from the North-West 
Goorxhas from Nepaul, Bengalese, Chinese, Burmese, Shans, and 
Kachyus. But it is not only the personnel of the party that has 
suffered change ; the plan of the expedition has also been modi- 


fied, and the intention now is, after having visited the chief 


cities of Yunnan, to continue the eastern journey to Shanghai, 
through the Provinces of Central China, instead of returning 
into Burmab. In this case the progress of the Mission will be 
much facilitated by the successful passage through the country 
of Mr. Augustus Margary, who arrived here direct from Shang- 
hai on the 16th inst., having been sent by Her Majesty’s Minis- 
ter at Peking to meet the main body of the party as near the 
Chinese berder as practicable. 

Mr. Margary’s journey is one of the most interesting that has 
been performed in China in modern times, for not only has he 
solved, single-handed, the problem of the through journey, but 
he has followed a route across the Central Provinces of the Em- 
pire never traversed by Europeans since the days of the Roman 
Catholic Missionaries, at the commencement of the last century. 
He left Hankow on the 4th of September, and ascended the 
Yangtsze as high as the Tung-ting Lake. This heentered and 
traversed in a south-westerly direction until reaching the mouth 
of a considerable river, called the Yuen, which he followed up 
to the great trading mart of Chang-te-foo, a city that is not only 
in communicacion with the lake and the Eastern Provinces by 
means of the Yuen, but also by canals that lead direct to the 
Yangtsze at Sha-Shih, a town of great commercial importance, 
which has more than once been visited and reported upon by 
English expeditions, and, indeed, recommended as one of the 
inland ports it would be desirable to throw open to fore 
trade. From Chang-te Mr. Margary continued his course up the 
Yuen, through scenery of striking beauty, and of that peculiar 
nature most familiar to us in the West from the paintings on 
Chinese porcelain. The plains are, as it were, strewed with 1s0- 
lated hills and rocky peaks, while the river bed is overhung with 
fantastic cliffs and impending crags, requiring only the pagodas 
and gardens perched in impassable nooks on giddy ledges to recall 
the conventional scene. At Chun-Yuen-foo, the head of the na- 
vigable portion of the stream was reached, and here Mr. Mar- 
gary experienced the culminating point of that implacable ill- 
will against foreigners for which the inhabitants of the Hunan 
Province are notorious, ard to which he had been exposed, it 
is true, ever since entering it, on the banks of the Yangtsze, but 
in a minor degree, from the fact of being less easily reached 
while travelling in his boat than when living on shore. On 
nearing the city—an extensive and a one by the way— 
an armed boat was sent out to attack him. This he succeeded 
in overawing through the opportune arrival of a friendly official 
from below, under the escort of a gunboat, and he then landed 
amid an angry mob to make his way to the official residence, a 
feat that was only performed after something very likea fight ; and 
even when this was reached so callous were the local officials to 
any sense of duty towards an English officer that it was only 
after receiving a sound rating “in open durbar’ in their own 
language—and few are more competent than Mr. M 
to administer it-that common hospitality was extended to 
and that he was able to leave the city next morning for his over- 
land march without serious consequences happening. The poor 
boatmen, however, who had brought him from the foreign set- 
tlement at Hankow were less fortunate, for, one stage from the 
city,—the news overtook Mr. Margary that when the mob dis- 
covered their expected prey had quietly left they proceeded to 
wreak their vengeance on the innocent boatmen, whom they at- 
tacked and whose boat they burnt. Nothing could be done to ob- 
tain reparation for this outrage on the spot, and it was only after 
arriving at the capital of the Province of Kweichow that a suffi- 
ciently high authority could be reached to take the matter in 
hand and guarautee redress for the luckless victims. This man- 
darin was the Governor of Kweichow, who treated Mr. 
with marked civility ; indeed, the high Provincial officers evinced 
avery thorough desire to carry out the instructions of the Tsung- 
li-Yamén in a friendly and courteous spirit. This was especially 
the case in Yunnan, the capital of which province was ed 
after an arduous journey of twenty days over precipitous passes 
and through an interesting region, replete with waterfalls, caves, 
and other natural phenomena, while for the rest of the journey 
all had been rendered comparatively easy by the careful arrange- 
ments and hospitality of the acting Viceroy of Yunnan and 
Kweichow. 

The latter is an officer remarkable for his intelligence and force 
of character, and during the late war with the indigenous moun- 
tain tribes, or Miaou-tse, has built up for himself a reputation 
that has spread far and wide through the Provinces. Thougha 
civil officer, he took personal command of the army (for such 1s 
the ignorance in China of all science in warfare that no civilian 
would shrink from commanding an army on that score), and car- 
ried on the campaign with such vigour and rapidity that its 
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successful termination is commonly attributed to his own per- 
sonal prestige with the troops he undertook to command, and 
whose fatigues and hardships he is reported to have shared with 
Spartan austerity. Certain it is that the last Miaou-tse war was 
of comparatively short duration, and that at present the country 


ee unfortunate people is in a pitiable condition of devasta- 


The Miaou-tse are a mountain people of diminutive stature, 
divided into numerous tribes or clans, who still retain the lan- 
face, customs, and dress thought to have been peculiar to them 

fore the original invasion of the Chinese, and the tenacity 
with which they have clung to their independent status through 

96 many centuries, while surrounded by the power and superior 

civilisation of the Chinese, is remarkable. The mountain dwell- 

ers are even now by no means annihilated, but those sub-tribes 
who pursued agriculture in the lower country have been cruelly 
treated, and their holdings laid waste to such an extent that the 
wild beasts have invaded the resion, while the boundaries of 
landed property are no longer recognisable, and immigration on 

a large scale from the neighbouring province of Szechuen has 

lately begun, the settiers frequently taking up land at choice, 

a3 in a new country, all trace of ownership being lost. 


Yunnan presents similar scenes of wild desvlation to those 
witnessed in Kweichow, for here, again, a theatre of war is en- 
tered upon—a war of even a more bloody nature than that with 
the Miaou-tse, and one in which religious fanaticism had stepped 
in as an element to intensify the habitual cruelty and barbarity 
of Asiatic warfare. I allude to the Panthay Rebellion, so lately 
crushe‘l by the Imperialists. Throuzhout the Provinces of 
Kweichow and Yunnan perfect respect was shown by the mass of 
the people to our traveller ; and, indeed, a general good feeling 
was evinced towards the English, who, for some reason, appear 
to be well known asa distinct nation, and are not, as is usual in 
the interior of China, confounded with other Europeans, and in 
no place was this friendly feeling more spontaneously manifested 
thanin the late capital of the Panthays—Tali-foo. When within 
afew miles of Tali, Mr. Margary was met by two rather over- 
zealous officials, who had come out to meet him and to beg him 
not to enter the city, as they could not be answerable for the be- 
haviour of the mob. ‘The place, they declared, had but recently 
been subjugated, law and order had scarcely been restored on a 
solid footing, and little or no security could be guaranteed by 
the authorities. Mr. Margary, however, insisted on entering 
the city and calling upon the higher officers, and, when 
once there, the reception he met with at the hands of the 
populace was entirely the reverse of what he had been led to 
expect by the officials outside. The town itself, beautiful in its 
situation and surroundings, is more than half destroyed, and 
scarcely a Mohammedan building is left to attest its late position 
as capital of a State of nineteen years’ standing in independence 
and of considerable social influence. The massacre of the inha- 
bitants was barbarously complete, and was not confined to Tali, 
but extended to each of the cities in turn as they fell into the 
hands of the Imperialists. Yungchang and Momein, through 
which Mr. Margary passed on his way to the Burmese border, 
had all shared the fate of the mipital and now bear no signs 
whatever of the late occupants or their peculiar institutions. 


That Mr. Margary’s journey has done much good and has 
served to pave the way for Colonel Browne’s operations must be 
admitted, for he has succeeded in establishing friendly relations 
along the whole line with both officials and people, and too much 
praise cannot be accorded to him for the admirable energy and 
tact he has displayed during the task. 


To return to the main body of the Mission. During the time 
Colonel Browne was occupied in Calcutta in preparing the nume- 
rous details of the Expedition, he had deputed one of its 
members (Mr. Elias) to precede him to Bhamo and arrange 
a contract with the Kachyn Chiefs for the transport of the 
Mission through their country. The Kachyns, however, are 
divided into a numberfof tribes orfclans, and the so-called Bhamo 
route to China is divided into several branches or luops, each of 
which passes through the territory of separate chieftains, who 
are not only independent of one another, Dut jealous to a decree 
of any advantage colby serie a neighbour, either in the form of 
political influence or material profit. Of these branches two are 
trade routes properly s0-called—viz., the Northern and the South- 
ern, while the intermediate line is knowu as the Embassy route, 
from the fact of its having been used for many years past by the 
Envoys of Burmah and China on their mutual embassies. The 
Northern road, following generally the right bank of the 
Taeping river, is the chief artery of trade between this and 
Momein, the first town of any importance within the Chinese 
border. It was by this route that Major Sladen led his party 
in 1868, and the hostility encountered by that expedition, 
combined with unfavourable circumstances which have since 
transpired, made it evident that it would be futile to attempt 
to come to any understanding with the Chiefs on that line. By 
the middle, or Embassy, route the Burmese envoy to Peking, 
with his following of elephants and tribute-bearers, had just 
“laid bie dawk,” and had so entirely absorbed the attention of 
the Kachyns who had undertaken to pass him on that no hope 
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could be entertained of enlisting their co-operation for the Eng- 
lish expedition without much loss of valuable time, if, indeed, 1t 
would have been politic to follow in the footsteps of the Burmese 
under any circumstances. There remained, then, no alternative 
but to make arrangements to proceed by thesouthern route, which, 
though one of the Bhamo group of roads, does not actually start 

from this place, but from a small town called Sawuddy, on the 
Irrawaddy, some eight miles below. It leads through the most 
southern clans of the wild Kachyns into the Chinese Shan States 
of Seh-fan, Myne-kwan, &c., and thence to:Momein or Yung- 

chang, and serves more as an outlet on either side to the Shan 
States than as a means of through communication between 
Burmah and China. Nevertheless, a considerable trade flows 

along it, for the Chinese Shans are an enterprising, industrious 
people, and it is a matter of congratulation rather than other- 

wise that circumstauces compelled the selection of this route for 

the passaze of the Mission, for it will afford an opportunity to 

Colonel Browne to report upon an entirely new region andl 

little-known race, and compare his results with those obtained 

by Major Sladen’s party on the more direct route. The 
tribe of Kachyns which has undertaken to transport the Mis- 

sion as far as the border of the Shan States is known as thie 
Lenna tribe, and is somewhat superior in civilisation (if one 

may apply the term) to most of its Northern brethren. The 

reception of Mr. Elias hy these people in their hills, when nego- 

tiating for their services, was all that could be desired, and their 

punctuality in bringing down their pack animals and porters to 

the starting-point on the precise day agreed upon is as praisz- 

worthy as it was unexpected to those who know the Asiatic 

character. Indeed, on Colonel Browne’s arrival on the 15th 

inst., with the main body of the party, he found his bullock an:l 

pony train, his porters and guides, in readiness to pick up the 

Mission and start, and the few days’ delay which has siice 

occurred has been owing to the profuseness of Burmese hospi- 

tality and the wet weather, the dry season in Bhamo being more 

like a wet July in the West of England than any other eu 
I can compare it with. 


“ Vindex” in The Times writes :— 


The place where Mr. Margary ffell is not in Chinese territory, but 
in the Burmese Shan territory. The chief of this place is, or was, a 
woman, a Tsaw-bwa Ka-daw, who goes to Mandalay from time tu time 
and receives presents from the King. How was it that just a fortnight 
before Culonel Browne's expedition started the King sent an expedition 
on the same errand? Can you not see the closest: parallel in this case 
to what he did with us under Sladen, when we were hemmed in for 
six weeks within twelve miles of that same Manwyne where poor Mr. 
Margary met his untimely end! It was when leaving Manwyne that 
Sladen was nearly shot, a volley having been fired at us from the vppo- 
site bank of the river. Sladen was immediately behind me, and a bul- 
let which passed between us nearly unhorsed him. The King at that 
time had sent over a hundred men to stir the country up against 
us and, in addition to that he had sent another party to Momein by the 
Thein-nee route for the purpose of stopping Sladen's expedition, or, 
failing that, to counteract any good influence which it might have 
produced. All this was teld to us by Ta Sa Kone, the Panthay Go- 
vernur, When we were resident at Muomein, and it was just the same 
with the French party under Lagree, who was attacked and had his 
party dispersed at Kiungee. Mark the cvincidence. When we were 
waiting at Mandalay to go on with Sladen, Lagree had sent to the 
King of Burmah for permission to cross into Mandalay through Bur- 
mese territory. The Kiungee Tsawbwa was there receiving presents 
from the King, and probably along with them instructions how the 
French were to be disposed of. It was only when we reached Momcein 
that we learned for the first time of Lagree’s disaster. It was tulil to 
us by the Panthay Guvernor. 


We have, it appears, no less than thirteen different routes to choose 
from, and it is utterly preposterous to say that the King of Burinah 
would go to war with us on such grounds as the determination on our 
part to get this trade route established, even if it had not been specially 
provided for in our Treaties with him of 1862 and 1867. Whatever 
the King’s motives at any time may be for going to war with us, this 
can never be one of them, because his interests will share equally with 
our own the benefits to be derived from its success. Who, then, is 
responsible for the present anomalous position in which we find our- 
selves placed? The answer issimple,a handful of brigands oscillating 
in their allegiance between Burmah and China, and true only to their 
own interests as plunderers of trade, hold the key of the position, and 
not only “the greatest Asiatic Power,” but the whole civilised world re- 
mains in abeyance. I am not one thoughtlessly to underrate the diffi- 
culties connected with our Burmese policy ;Jbut I cannot help feeling that 
in many things we have to our disadvantage chosen the tortuous path 
and evaded the direct one, and the disaster which we have now tw de- 
plore is in some degree the consequence. 


As regards the question of protection to traders along the route be- 
tween Bhamo and Momein, we have a police corps on our Burmese 
frontier, who have a task infinitely more difficult than this to perform, 
and they do it admirably. One tithe of the number of men which we 
find necessary to keep dacoity there in check would suffice to protect 
British traders on their journey along the 150 miles which separate 
Bhamo from Momein. Such a corps should be attached to the British 
Political Agency at the former place, and a hint at Mandalay tu the 
effect that the first case of treachery to British interests would result 
in condign punishment to the offender, would, secure ty our staf of 
trade police a very comfortable time of it, in a beautiful country with 
a delightful climate. 
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Mr. Margary’s father sends the following extract from a let- 
ter of December 17 :— 


Thermometer marks 45 deg.; it is 7 a.M., and I am shivering with 
cold. (He had been lodged for the night in a room with a buffalo in 
the next compartment, at a village ten miles from Ta Li Fu.) I have 
to make an experiment of the real disposition of the people, whose tur- 
bulence the authorities so much dread, to break the ice for the coming 
e ition and to familiarise the mandarins with the presence of a 
British official. They tried to keep me out of Ta Li Fu, but I gained 
the day in diplomacy zo far, for I felt the utmost importance of estab- 
lishing .a precedent which will open the doors to future visitors. 
Whether they will try again to-day to stop my ingress I cannot say. I 
have many troubles to contend against, and the gravest of them is the 
unwillingness of the muleteers to carry me on. But I shall soon settle 
their hash when I see the authorities. Here, then, I will resume my 
trip, and leave the sequel of to-day’s adventures for to-night. At the 
second stage, which was the city of Chen Ning Chow, the sub-Prefect 
and his deputy, together with a large suite, came out to pay me the 
honours of a Tajin, or superior Mandarin. They knel: on one knee when 
I descended from my chair toacknowledge the compliment so unexpected 
and as yet not experienced by me. “To the yamen, to the yamen,"’ was 
shouted, and I shortly found myself seated in princely dignity on the 
high seat, while the master of the house begged an interview, and pre- 
served a most respectful decorum in my presence. A Chinese dinner 
was served, and I made a favourable impression by familiarity with the 
use of chopsticks. Next morning a breakfast was served, the baggage 
despatched a-head, the yamen servants presented with the munificent 
sum of 1,500 cash, representing to us only three or four shillings, but 
to them a cumshaw worthy of thanks on bended knee. And so we 
jogged on to the next stage, always received with civility and hospi- 
tality, well lodged and fed. The degree of respect shown varied accord- 
ing to the temperament of the local rulers. Some were obsequious, 
others reserved, but most of them met me with high-bred courtesy 
worthy of praise, and such as befitted a welcome from inan to man. I 
must say I feel uncomfortuble whenever too deep a sense of humility 
overcomes the mandarins with whom I have to do. 

8 p.M.— Veni, vidi, vicit. I have just returned; darkness and a high 
cold wind having set in long before reaching the inn. I have lost an 
hour in eutertaining a local official who dropped in to see me, and re- 
mained a monstrous long time ; but I must say he was exceedingly in- 
telligent and agreeable. 

Well, I proceeded to the city (Ta Li Fu) this morning, ettended by 
an officer in full uniform and an escort of soldiers, and at two or three 
stations en route the guard turned out und gave me the usual three-gun 
salute. I visited the mandarins in turn, and had a most successful in- 
terview with all, and especially the Tartar General, who treated me 
with extreme civility, very much in the style of a polished English 
gentleman receiving a young man. I was perfectly delighted with his 
reception. He is a tall man—very tall for a Chinaman—and largely 
built. I felt quite small beside him. He asked me a great number of 
questions about England, India, and Burmah. He complimented me 
over and over again on my knowledge of Chinese, and so far got over 
his first apprehensions about the people molesting me that, in direct 
opposition to his own hints of the day before against my entering the 
city, he said he hoped on my return that I would spend a few days 
with him, adding that it was perfectly natural that travellers should 
wish to see something of new lands. “I should naturally wish 
to see everything if I visited your country,” said he, “and I 
shall have a house ready for you and your honoured officials 
when you return.” Such a bouleversement of my anticipated re- 
reception by the great man put me in high spirits. They tried to keep 
me at arm's length down here at the little town of Hsia Chwang, where 
the road branches off to Yung Chang Fu, without going nearer than ten 
miles to Ta Li Fu ; but I made such a point of the absolutenecessity 
of paying my respects to the local authorities that they could not re- 
fuse my flattering request. It appears, too, that the Hsien went back 
with such a complimentary account of me that all the mandarins were 
positively anxious Ito see me. On leaving the last yamén I had my 
chair put down in the middle of the main street, while the bearers 
looked for two fresh men to carry me. A crowd soon cane round, and 
I leant forward, smoking a cigar, and chatted amicably with them. Far 
from insulting me, they addressed me with the highest respect as a 
“Tajin,”’ and we parted with bowa and most polite adieux. So, in- 
stead of running away at the ominous warnings which were poured 
into my ear, I have established the very best relations with both offi- 
cials and people, and feel not a little elated at my success. I have 
seg Ta Li Fu, and vanquished the dragon which guarded its gates.

TO THE EDITOR OF ‘‘ THE TIMES.” 

Sir,—In your leading article on “ British Subjects in China” and in 
commenting on my letter which you were kind enough to insert in 
The Times of Thursday, you say that you ‘do not think I have 
strengthened my case by comparing it with Mr. Margary’s, which it 
does not in the least resemble.” May I point out that, although I 
instituted a comparison, to effect the object of reviving my own case, 
I did not claim a greater similarity between the two events than the 
fact of Englishmen having in each suffered at the hands of subjects of 
the same country ? But, even after careful re-consideration, I cannot 
admit that I was not justified in availing myself of Mr. Margary’s case 
for that purpose, especially as I wished to raise no argument to the 
detriment of his claim, as I feel fully convinced that the loss the 
country has sustained in him requires sume vindication to be offered to 
his manes.” I only think that in sume not unimportant respects my 
own is the stronger of the two, while on the grounds of general advan- 
tage to the community at large, I submit, it is much to be preferred. 

I hasten to admit that a public officer is entitled to State protection 
in a far greater degree than a private merchant, and had I met my dis- 
aster at the hands of barbarians in a region such as the Province of 
Momein, I should have, by venturing there, taken the risk on my own 
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shoulders; and, doubtless, my fate would have had the one certain 
effect of deterring any other from making the same attempt until surer 
guarantees could be given against the malice aud ill-feeling of the inha- 
bitants. But, I must reiterate, as it happened where the interests at 
stake—national in their importance—preclude the idea of my fate de- 
terring others from undertaking the same voyage, it seems to me that 
as the alternative of giving up our commerce there is impoasible, and 
us it tends indirectly to the advantage both of China and of ourselves, 
we have no slight right to demand an extra amount of precaution, and 
reparation for the consequences when that has been clearly neglected. 

I have received letters from friends and have been variously informed 
that there is continual dread of a repetition of the Spark tragedy, and 
that those compelled to perform # journey to Macao or Hony Kong do 
so with the fear upon them of meeting the same fate as myself. The 
whole gist of the question really is, are the Chinese liable for not re- 
pressing piratical acts when they have been going on for such a time, 
even if principally against natives, as to make it impossible that 
ignorance of the evil could be pleaded in excuse? Of course 
China's stipulation in the Treaty of Tientsin—Art. 53—ought to 
increase the culpability. On several occasions before pirates in this 
river have formed such powerful confederacies as to require the 
interference of English men-of-war to put them down. The ma- 
terial, both in the hardy and adventure-loving population of the 
river and sea coast, and also in the number of loose characters who 
make Canton their head-quarters, is there—it is only a fitting 
occasion to found another band on the convenient neighbouring islands 
that is wanting, and, considering the utter inudequacy of the Chinese 
navy to cope with them, it is wonderful it has been so long coming. I 
would venture to submit this as a sufficient answer to the objection 
that a vessel trading on the Canton River might be considered under 
the ordinary protection of the law—in this case affording no protection 
whatever, unless the fact of some scoundrels—it is by no means certain 
the real criminals—being afterwards hanged be considered a satisfac- 
tory equivalent. I perfectly reciprocate the wish that some general 
law should be laid down, but anything that tends to weaken the wide- 
spread opinion that an Englishman can not be touched with impunity, 
be it couched in language never so subtle, I venture to say, will not 
find favour with the country, while at the same time it will be a direct 
menace to that commercial supremacy on which the whole fabric of 
our greatness rests. 

May I claim your indulgence to add the further following fact that 
I have recently learnt, which will throw some light on the endeavours 
of the officials after the deed? Its authenticity has been vouched for 
by our representatives at Canton. At the commencement of the attack, 
when the sailors were set upon below, dispersed among the crowd of 
native passengers, either the second mate or second engineer, a Portu- 
guese, seeing things looked black, jumped overbvard, and after floating 
some time was picked up by a native boat, and then transferred to a 
Chinaman’s steam yacht which was close at hand, and must have wit- 
nessed the whole affair. The owner, with national caution, steamed 
away—although these yachts carry several guns,and might have rendered 
opportune assistance—doubtless deeming it the course entailing least 
responsibility, and informed a Chinese gunbvat stationed close at hand 
of the occurrence. The captain, however, paid no attention to the 
news, although, had he got up steam at once the whole band would 
probably have been captured red-handed. The name of the gunboat 
was the Fei Loong, and it was subsequently lost with all hands im 
the typhoon. The mandarins and lucal authorities were, however, too 
shrewd observers of passing events, and knew two well what the murder 
of an Englishman might lead to, to omit the appearance of the deepest 
solicitude and not to make energetic efforts to capture the offenders. 
The captain of a vessel, specially placed there as a check on pirates, 
declines to take any steps when he hears of a crime in his neighbour- 
hood, and yet Lord Derby‘in his firat reply to my appeal expresses a 
certain approval of the efforts of these excellent officials. China 
neglects to fulfil her treaty ; she wilfully disregards her obligations. 
as a friendly Power; she inculcates into her subjects that no 
law is sacred in dealing with a foreigner ; yet there is no remonstrance 
raised ; no punishment inflicted. The whole upshot is a sentence of 
commendation from our Foreign Secretary. Finally, Mr. Margary’s 
father demands revenge for the loss of a son, and appeals to all the 
sympathies of the human race. I, not having had the good fortune to 
be killed, have to make the more sordid claim fur pecuniary compensa- 
tion for the ruin of my career ; and my only hope is to throw myself 
on the justice of my countrymen. Apvlogising for the great length to 
which this letter has run, I cannot refrain, in conclusion, from express- 
ing my heartfelt thanks for the courtesy and kindness I have met with 
at your hands,—I have the honour to be, Sir, your most obedient ser- 
vant, WaLTER Wma.

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THE DISPUTE IN THE TEA TRADE. 

Though negotiations are still pending on the weight note ques- 
tion, the difference now at issue between importers and dealers 
is so trivial that it is a pity that so important a branch of trade 
should be virtually at a stand-still. It would seem that im- 

rters have in the main conceded all dealers ask for; the 

atter, however, are at issue amongst themselves as to small 
details, which prevents a complete settlement. The following 
are the conditions put forward by the dealers :— 

Clauses 1, 2, 5, 6, 7, and 8 are the same as the importers’ conditions. 
Clauses 3 and 4 are as follows :— 

3. Every person who shall be declared the highest bidder shall pay 
to the selling broker the following deposit, viz., £1 per chest, £4 per lot 
of half-chests, and £2 per lot of small boxes, on all descriptions, ex- 
cepting Imperial and Gunpowder, and on them £1 deposit per chest 
and half-chest, and £4 per lot of small boxes, at the time of sale, if 
demanded, or on the Saturday following the day of sale, or on the de- 
livery of the weight notes ; the remainder of the purchase money to be 
paid on or before the nearest Friday occurring after the expiration of 
three calendar months from the date of contract. Interest at the rate 
of £5 per cent. per annum will be allowed on payment of the deposit, 
and on the remainder from the day of payment to the prompt day. 

4. The tea to be taken by the buyer at the Customs weight, and to 
be delivered in bond, with Customs tare. Draftas usual. The weight 
notes to be ready for delivery within seven days of the date of sale, or 
the buyer to have the option of refusing to accept any lot or lots for 
which he cannot obtain the weight notes, upon giving a declaration to 
that effect to the selling broker at the expiration of seven days. Miss- 
ing packages, if not more than 5 per cent., are exempted from this con- 
dition, and are to be taken by the buyer at the original price, if ten- 
dered within a further fourteen days and prompt.
